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Board denies petition 


Monday hearing could decide ballot issue

Concerned mainly about the proposed bound- 
aries, the Madison County Board has voted to 
deny petitoners’ request to put a Mitchell 
incorporation vote on the November ballot. 

County officials called a special meeting 
Wednesday morning to review the proposed 
incorporation. The county claims the power to 
review incorporations and annexations, based 
on its land-use plan and the economic viability 
of the proposed area. 

The board voted 20-5, with five members 
absent, in favor of the resolution, which said 
the petitioners could not put the matter to a 
vote. 

The board is ‘not against incorporation per 
say, but against it as it is drawn now,” said 
board member Alan Dunstan. 

“I oppose (it) on the simple reason that 
they’ve closed the doors on Granite City ... 
and Hartford, South Roxana and Pontoon 
Beach and possibly Edwardsville and Edwards- 
ville Township,” said board member Herbert 
es “I don’t understand how they stretched 
so far.

took the lead on the board promoting the incor- 
poration, said the Mitchell incorporation was 
“not making a land grab.’’ She also said the 
area would have the proper tax base to support 
services and it would comply with existing 
county regulations. 

Incorporation proponents have said the coun- 
ty has no authority to review the proposed 
incorporation because the resolution authoriz- 
ing 3 review was adopted after the petition was 

They also have said the county is basing its 
authority in the matter on a county comprehen- 
sive plan purportedly adopted in i973 but com- 
pletely forgotten or ignored until the Mitchell 
incorporation was proposed. 

“The Land Use Plan is geared toward proper 
land use development and requirements,”’ she 
said. If Mitchell follows the Land Use Plan, 
“then they would be in compliance.”’ 

The next step in the inco! ration battle will 
be a court action. Residents have filed petitions 
to. put the incorporation question on the 
November ballot. The petitions are pending in 
Circuit Court, with a hearing set for 1 p.m. 
Monday before Associate Judge Randall Bono.

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Welfare center 
realizes dream 


Students put skills to work

Five years ago, when Protestant Welfare 
Association moved to 1818 Cleveland Blyd. in 
Granite City, the building was a warehouse 
with brick walls and a few small offices. 

Today, with the help of five teenagers from 
Madison and Granite City who were guided by 
a retired union carpenter and a retired union 

inter, a tiny office the director of Protestant 

elfare used has become a large soup kitch- 


en. 

The warehouse behind the soup kitchen no 
longer is a big brick facility that was used for 
storing bags of clothing and furniture for the 


meeRy - 

It has become three classrooms and a large 
dining area, complete with painted walls, 
framed doorways, wood-stai doors and a 
dropped ceiling. 

e five teens spent their summer vacations 
learning carpentry skills while constructing 
the area, said assistant director Jan Bush, 
who added the nonprofit association raised 
$50,000 to make the dream possible. 

“We held fund raisers for five years to get 
this done,” Bush said 

The teenagers — Gary Colp, 17, of Granite 
City; Roy Taylor, 18, of Granite City; Daniel 
Jackson, 17, of Madison; Cordrell Ellis, 16, of 
Madison; and Steve Rippee, 17, of Granite 
City — were provided through the Job Train- 
ing Partnership Act. 

At first, the project was stalled until Madi- 
son County Community Development bought 
building materials and the Madison County 
Employment and Training Department offered 
to pay the teenagers for their work through 
JTPA.

Shimkus speaks to 
seniors at school 


The first public event at the 
new Edwardsville High School 
featured a speech Tuesday 
night by” U.S. Rep. John 
Shimkus, R-Collinsville, to 
about 130 members of the 
American Association of 
Retired Persons (AARP). 

Shimkus told the crowd he 
was a defender of senior citi- 
zens’ rights and of Medicare. 

“‘Many of us feel the only 
way we can restrain costs and 
really improve service from 
Medicare is through competi- 
tion, by allowing seniors to 
choose from a multiple of sys- 
tems,’’ Shimkus said. 

Shimkus was not shy about 
telling seniors he recently had 
voted with the Democratic 
minority on the powerful U.S 
House Commerce Committee 
in favor of Medicare reforms 
opposed by Republicans. 

Shimkus said he supported 
legislation that will extend the 
life of Medicare from the for- 
mer “expiration date”’ of 2001 
to 2009. 

Shimkus also plugged mea- 
sures that may someday 
require payments from senior 
citizens who have an annual 
income level of more than 

000.

When he asked the crowd if 
any of them thought they 
should pay more for Medicare, 
about one-quarter raised their 
hands. 

However, local AARP lobby- 
ist Amy Paschedag told 
Shimkus that some senior citi- 
zens resent such a measure 
because their higher income 
levels are a result of frugal 
investment and savings in 
their younger years. 

“Some of us limit our spend- 
ing while we're. working and 
then reap benefits from saving 
our money,’’ Paschedag said. 

“Now you see why some of 
these problems aren’t so easy 
to solve,”’ Shimkus said.

Uninsured motorists must 
get high-risk policies 


A proposal to require unin- 

sured motorists who cause 
crashes to get high-risk insur- 
ance or lose their driving priv- 
ileges has been signed into 
law. 
‘ The law, which takes effect 
Jan. 1, 1998, will require unin- 
sured motorists who are at 
fault in a motor vehicle wreck 
to buy high-risk insurance for 
at least years from the 
date of the crash. Drivers who 
fail to buy the insurance or 
don’t maintain their policies 
will have their licenses sus- 
pended until they buy insur- 
ance 


“This is a way we can make 
sure that uninsured motorists 
don’t repeat the offense,”’ said 


George Ryan, secretary of 
state. “If they know we'll be 
keeping a close*eye on their 


imsurance policies, we can 
increase compliance and get 
more uninsured drivers 


Unlike conventional auto 
insurers, high-risk insurance 
companies are required by law 
to notify the secretary of 
state’s office when policies are 
purchased, canceled or lapsed. 

Ryan estimated the new law 
would apply to about 21,000

“I want to thank you for

ard Mueller, a third-genera- 
tion resident of the Mitchell 
area. “‘That’s where it ought 
to be fought at, not at 
county.”” Mueller was one of 
several area residents who 
attended the committee 
meeting Tuesday morning. 

Mueller told the commit- 
tee Tuesday that the pro- 
posed village would have 
plenty of revenue to provide 
needed services. Revenues 
are estimated at nearly 
$960,000 yearly with no 
increase in property taxes.

Economic times echo 
those of Depression 


I usually give shirt messag- 
es, like bumper stickers, no 
more than a cursory glance, 
but a couple of weeks ago I 
noticed one sported by a local 
lady of my acquaintance. It 
stuck me as being germane to 
a recent news story on the sub- 
ject of wealth. And greed. 

x have something money 
can’t buy. Poverty.” Better 
than the tired, old cliche that 
money can’t buy happiness. 

More fitting to the ’90s, I'd 
think, is the precept that folks 
who believe money can’t buy 
happiness simply don’t know 
where to shop. As for. avarice, 
Donald Trump reportedly once 
said, ‘‘You ‘can’t be too 
greedy.’” 

Much of the story, by a writ- 
er for the Boston Globe, came 
as no surprise in pointing out 
that the rich, indeed, are get- 
ting richer (and doing it fas- 
ter), but the figur¢s were a tri- 
fle Sa: 

We've come to recognize, 
for example, that entertainers 
and sports figures are pulling 
down some pretty big bucks 
But I hadn’t been aware that 
Forbes is having to cull its 
annual list of billiqnaires by 
applying new definitions, 
because there are now, world- 
wide, nearly 450 of them and 
the list must remain at 200. 

Nor did I realize almost 
70,000 Americans had incomes 
of at least $1 million in 1995. 
Previous estimates that there 
will 7 million of them in 
2005 are now considered by 
experts to be ‘‘conservative.’’ 

From a personal. viewpoint, 
it’s fundamentally academic. I 
most certainly won’t be among 
them and. probably won't even 
be around to marvel at the 

- brave, new financial world. 

What is worrisome, though, 
is learning that median wealth 
in this country is dispropor- 
tionate, having remained more 
or less at $52,000 for the past 
15 years. Add the fact that 
middle- and lower-income fam- 
ilies are sinking further in 


debt, out of the home-buying 
market, and frequently into 
bankruptcy 


Those of us who grew up in 
the Depression can remember 
a similar economic gap had 
the potential for social disas- 
ter. Although no dreaded 
Marxist uprisings occurred, an

already-ingrained concern for 
one’s neighbors took over, par- 
ticularly in small communities. 

Common sense came into 
play. Not that there was a lot 
of wealth around, generally 
speaking, but conspicuous 
spending was discouraged 
among those who were at least 
moderately well-off. 

Certainly, there was a self- 
serving element involved in 
establishing an illusion of a 
more level playing field than 
actually existed, but we grew 
up believing displays of excess 
luxury were crass. 

This belief, according to the 
experts, no longer holds true 
and more and more people 
subscribe to the position that it 
is better to be nouveau than 
never have been riche at all 

It is not shocking to hear of 
someone paying $12,000 for a 
designer gown, or that the Car- 
dinals’ recent acquisition of 
Mark McGwire will cost them 
$2 million for what remains of 
the season, with no guarantee 
that he’ll return in 1998. 

For large numbers of us 
there’s minuscule resentment 
of these monied people, simply 
envy. Middle America wants 
expensive cars, boats and 
designer clothing, too. And in 
satisfying those desires, eco- 
nomic gurus tell us that credit 
card debt is approaching disas- 
trous levels among the middle- 
income group. 

One marketing expert, not- 
ing the stock market is creat- 
ing what might be a dangerous 
euphoria, put it succinctly: 
“These are extraordinary 
times and these folks would be 

retty naive to think it will 
ast forever.”

Gephardt recently expressed 
the opinion that a’one percent 
deficit per per year would 
provide, ‘‘more public 
investment in resources that 
help make people more 
productive.” 

While the goal of public 
investment is laudable, going 
further into debt to achieve it is 
counterproductive. 

During President Clinton’s 
administration alone, (fiscal 
years) 1993 through June 1997, 
the federal treasury has paid out 
more than $1.5 trillion in 
interest. 

Had there been no debt to 
service, imagine what that 
money could have done. One 
year’s interest could have built 
an expanded system of public 
transportation, bullet trains, an 
improved air traffic control 
system, and upgraded 
drinking-water quality 
nationwide. 

The next year there would 
have been money to build a 
‘space station, a moon base, and 
send humans to Mars. With all 
that paid for, we would still have 
$200-300 billion per year 
available to invest in other 
important projects, including 
health care and medical 
research. 

When the debt is increased or 
interest rates go up, the cost of 
servicing our nearly $5.4 trillion 
debt will increase, pulling 
money out of the public sector 
and depositing it into private 
accounts. 

Politicians who profess a 
desire to invest more public 
money into public 
improvements will be 
disappointed. Money which 
would have been available for 
publie investment will be taken 
from the Treasury and paid as 
interest into the bondholders’ 
accounts. That money will then 
be invested where the 
bondholders will profit. Asa 
result, the public purse will 
continue to be drained, there 
will actually be less money 
available for public projects,

As the summer officially arrives and the 
weather heats up, the Humane Society of 
the United States (HSUS) reminds readers 
that pets, like people, can suffer from the 
heat — especially when left in a parked car. 


Like their owners, companion animals 
enjoy the opportunities warm weather pro- 
vides for outdoor activities. However, the 
needless suffering, and occasional death, of 
an animal imprisoned in a car on a warm 
day is a tragedy that is entirely prevent- 
able. 


On a hot and humid day, the temperature 
inside a car rises very quickly. On a 85-de- 
gree day, for example, the temperature 
inside a car with the windows open slightly 
will reach 102 degrees within 10 minutes. 
After 30 minutes, the temperature will 
reach 120 degrees. On warmer days, it will 
get even hotter.

A dog’s normal body temperature is 101.5 
to 102.2 degrees. A dog can withstand a body 
temperature of 107 to 108 degrees for only a 
very short time before suttering irreparable 
brain damage or even death. 

Although many pet owners may not real- 
ize the danger of leaving their dogs in 
parked cars even for a few minutes, their 
ignorance may prove fatal. A brochure to 
educate others about the hazards of leaving 
pets in hot cars may be obtained through the 
HSUS.

Junior hospital volunteering teaches responsibility

in which teenagers do well in 
school, don’t smoke or disre- 
spect their elders 

A world in which young men 
and women say yes, no, please 
and thank you, don’t wear 
trendy clothing and work for 
free. 

Don’t give up hope for the 
younger generation just yet 
because, you are now entering 
— the young volunteer zone. 

Once known as Candy Strip- 
ers, these teens donate their 
time to help others in hospitals 
around the country 

Called Junior Volunteers at 
St. Elizabeth Medical Center 
in Granite City, they perform 
a myriad of services for 
patients and hospital staff 
members. ‘Most of the juniors 
find enjoyment in helping oth- 
ers,” Joyce Epperson, director 
of volunteers, said, ‘‘and the 
busier the department is, the 
better they. like it.’” 

Ernestine Chatman, a unit 
secretary on a ward at St. 
Elizabeth’s, said many of the 
hospital staff members could 
live_without the volunteers. 
hey do contribute to patient 
care,” she said, ‘‘in that the 
tasks they accomplish free up 
the nurses and secretaries to 
have more time for the 
patients.” 

Being a Junior Volunteer is 
not for everyone. Applicants 
must be between 13 to 17 years 
old, possess at least a C aver- 
age in school and be willing to 
obey a number of rules that 
many adults find taxing 

They are not allowed to 
smoke, socialize in groups of 
more than two or leave the 
hospital grounds while on duty 
and they must wear identical 
red polo shirts tucked in at the 
waist 

They may not use hospital 
phones except to arrange 
transportation or in case of 
emergencies. 

They must sign in on their 
arrival and sign out when they 
go home. They must be on 
time. If they are to be late or 
absent for any reason, they 
must call and let someone 
know the reason.

Occupational 
therapist got start 
serving in Navy 


Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville graduate art 
student Russ Wrankle, 32, 
was working on a project 
using a band saw when 
somehow his hand slipped 
into the blade, slicing into 
the small finger of his left 
hand. 

Wrankle was taken to 
Anderson Hospital in Mary- 
ville where Dr. Craig McKee 
repaired the seve nerves 
and tendon 

Once the injury healed suf- 
ficiently, Wrankle started 
occupational therapy at St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center in 
Granite City under the care 
of therapist Cheryl Burkart. 

“When I first met Cheryl, 
she really let me have it when she saw that I had taken my 
splint off because it was uncomfortable,’’ Wrankle said. 

“I merely made him aware of the importance of protecting 
the repair,” Burkart said. 

Burkart said she is the only certified hand therapist in 
Granite City area. 

“A majority of the people I see suffer from carpal-tunnel 
and nerve compression problems,” she said. “I also see a 
great deal of wrist fractures.’’ 

Burkart, 43, has been in the occupational therapy field for 
more than 20 years and earned a BS in occupational therapy 
from Washington University in 1987. Her medical career 
began as a U.S. Navy corpsman during the evacuation of 
Vietnam in 1973. 

While stationed at Camp Pendleton, Calif., she saw many 
severe injuries. ‘“‘At the time, I didn’t know what I wanted to 
do,”” she said, ‘“‘but that’s when 1 became certified as an 
occupational therapy assistant.”” 

After the Navy, she worked in a nursing home and at vari- 
ous St. Louis medical facilities. It was during her years at 
Washington University that her work with a hand surgeon 
sparked an interest in her current occupation. 

“Hand therapy and occupational therapy are very vital,” 
she said. ‘‘Many people and insurance companies don’t under- 
stand what occupational therapy is. They think we do arts and 
crafts with people.

“We help get people with injuries back to a functional level 


and a degree of independence,” she said. ‘We help them 
relearn how to dress, eat, and perform household chores. 

“T once had a patient who was in a very severe car accident 
and was a mass of pin, plates, nuts and bolts holding her 
arms, legs, hands, and fingers together,’’ Burkart said. 
“Through an intensive program of occupational therapy, she 
achieved an 80 to 90 percent recovery.’”’ 


Burkart sees patients at St. Elizabeth Medical Center in 
Granite City two days a week. 

During the rest of the week, ‘‘I spend as much time as I can 
with my husband, Peter, and our dog, Nemo,” she said. She 
also operates a woodcraft business and spends a lot of time 
visiting art fairs and craft shows. ‘I’m fundamentally an 
artist.’’ she said.

Piasa Bird finds new nesting place 


Alton mayor says land soon will be purchased for city park 


A local legend has found a 
new home. 

Alton Mayor Don Sandidge 
said he and a committee of 
seven are expected to reach an 
agreement soon with ConAgra 
Inc. to turn a patch of land on 
the Great River Road into 
what is being called ‘‘Piasa 
Park.”” 

The area, now in use as a 
ear park for bicyclists taking 
day trips on the Sam Vadala- 
bene Bike Trail, will be 
cleared of brush, and the 
famous Piasa Bird’s distinctive 
likeness will be detailed on the 
limestone bluff. 

“We're putting a proposal 
together to present to ConA 
gra’s plant manager (Brad 
Allen),’’ Sandidge said, squint 
ing in the hot sun as he 
checked out the new site. “We 
have to work out what to do 
with the land, but I’m very 
interested in making it into a 
city park and painting the bird 
on the bluff.’’ 

Sandidge said he will apply 
for matching funds from state 
agencies that will help raise 
the $200,000 needed for the 
planned facility, which could 
include public restrooms, light 
ing and a picnic area. 

The mayor said he even 
mentioned the project to Gov 
Jim Edgar when he visited 
town. 

“I told him I’d be up getting 
money from him, and he said 
OK,” chuckled Sandidge. ‘It’s 
surprising how many people 
ask me where (the Piasa Bird) 
is. I tell them give us a little 
while. It"ll be bac. 

The Piasa Bird’s last roost- 
ing spot was on the bluffs near 
Norman’s Landing, where it 
first was painted in 1963 
Twenty years later, a metal 
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replica of the fierce half-bird, 
half-creature was attached to 
the rock wall over the faded 
painting. It was removed in 
1995 at the request of the land- 
owner, who complained that 
tourist traffic was interfering 
with his business nearby. 

The image of the Piasa Bird, 
named for the Native Ameri- 
cans who once lived in this 
area, first was recorded in 
1673 by explorer Father 
Jacques Marquette on his jour- 
ney up the Mississippi River 
with Louis Joliet 

Historian Gary Camerer said 
the original painting disap- 
peared around 1847 in a mining 
operation but was replaced in 
1924 by local brothers Herb 
and Orlan Forcade as an 
Eagle Scout project. 

“It was touched up several 
times after that, and in the 
1940s it was again mined away 
from a spot near Lover's Leap 
on the River Road,’’ said 
Camerer, a member of the 
Piasa Bird committee. ‘‘It 
reappeared in 1952 through the 
efforts of Jack Buese and 
Eldon Grove on the bluffs on 
the outskirts of town, but that 
one was blasted away for the 
construction of the McAdams 
Memorial Highway (now the 
Great River Road) around 
1959.” 

Plans for the new Piasa 
Bird’s nest would include tear- 
ing down old fencing and 
extending the parking area to 
triple its current size. Work 
crews spent several days at 
the spot last summer clearing 
the area when a hoped-for

agreement from ConAgra was 
in the works, but the project 
was put on hold. 

Vertical bars would be 
placed close together inside a 
nearby cave to keep trespass- 
ers out and yet allow cave 
dwelling bats access. A con- 
crete plat form would hold the 
arrow _head-shaped monument 
that Camerer salvaged from 
the Norman’s Landing site. 
The large boulders now scat- 
tered around the outside of the 


parking lot would be used as a 
barrier to keep vehicles away 
from the immediate area of 
the Piasa Bird. 

As a thanks to ConAgra, 
Camerer said he also would 
work to double the size of the 
company’s parking lot next to 
the proposed park. 

“We'd do the physical labor 
of leveling it with bulldozers,” 
he said. “‘We’re very thankful 
for what they’re doing for us.”” 

ConAgra officials did not 
return calls for a comment. 

Caffferer said he hopes to 
begin work as soon as an 
agreement is reached with the 
grain company. 

“We don’t have a deadline,’ 
he said. ‘We just want to do

“Telephone slamming is not 
merely an inconvenience or a 
nuisance,’’ Durbin said. ‘It is 
an act of fraud that costs long- 
distance consumers million of 
dollars a year. Long-distance 
consumers should be able to 
stand up for themselves and 
fight back against slammers to 
let them know their actions 
will not pay.’’ 

When have you been 
slammed? When ‘your long. 
distance service “has been 
changed without your consent 
or knowledge. Some telephone 
customers pay as much as 
three times the amount of 
their regular long-distance bill 
as a result of this practice 
Consumers are also penalized 
by lost time and the hassle of 
trying to correct their tele- 
Phone bill. 

The Durbin Slamming Pro- 
tection Bill would create three 
obstacles to telephone slam- 
ming. 

First, it would allow consum- 
ers to sue the long-distance 
carrier in state or federal 
court. The bill would establish 
minimum damages of $2,000, 
or $6,000 if the slamming was 
done ‘willfully and knowingly 
Second, the legislation provides 
each state’s attorney general 
with the right to bring suit 
against slammers on behalf of 
the citizens of their state. Last- 
ly, the bill creates criminal 

es and jail time for repeat 
and willful slammers. 

“Slamming takes choices 
away from consumers and 
rewards companies that 
engage in misleading practic- 
es,’’ Durbin said. ‘‘The Slam- 
ming Protection Act will send 
a message to slammers that 
they can no longer act with 
impunity.”’
